Sydney, Feb. 28. 

The government today 
ordered the evacuation of 
6,000 persons. from flood- 
shattered Maitland = and 
1,000 from Narrabri to 
avoid an_ epidemic in the 
woke of the disastrous 
New South Wales flood. | 

Maitland, .a city of 19,000 
Population 16 miles northwest 
of Ntweastle, was without 
sewerage, any’ 
sanitary service drinking 
water. Narrabri's 3,320 residents 
were isolated by a seven-foot 
inundation which swept through 

the town, stranding 5 
on rootlops trees. 
Warren, a town of 1,746 popula- 
Hon 250 miles northwest of 
Sydney, was also cut off when 
levela along the Macquarie 
River broke. 

The police have reported 50 
deaths In the flood but toda 
cohfirmed only 21 deaths, with 
18 pereons missing and believed 
drowned. Another 80 persons 
were Ilsted. missing for three 
days but were believed safe.

WILL HELP FRENCH GOVERNMENT. 


London, Feb. 27. 
Approval of the Paris treaties by the West German 

Lower House won a warm welcome from officials here tonight 

as “another major step” towards fulfilment of Western plans 


for Europe. 


The Foreign Office declined formal comment because the 
pact—which permits the Federal Republic to rearm as a mem- 
ber of the Atlantic alliance—hay still to be endorsed by the 
Upper House in Bonn. 

Today's vote is, however, regarded here as removing the major 


obstacle in Germany's ratification,

WASHINGTON HAPPY 


In Washington, an official 
State Department statement 
tonight halled the ratifica- 
tion with satisfaction. 

The statement sald the ratl- 
fication served not only German 
national interests but also those 
ef other peace-loving nations. 

The statement said: ‘The 
German ple have arrived at 
un Important decision to ton- 
solidate their security, with, that 
bf their free world partners 

“The Uni States. welcomes 
their action which it belleves is 
not only in “their own national 
interest out in that of other 
friendly nations who have at 
heart the welfare of peace 
loving people in Germany and 
elsewhere." 

American Government officials 
regarded the Bundestag appro- 
val of the agreements as an 
historic event, and they con- 
fidenuy expected the Bundesrat 
Federal Chamber to take a 
similar decision. 

The same quarters emphasised 
that Chancellor Konrad Adenauer 
of West Germany had won the 
most resounding victory of his 
political career. His majority in

miserable amount of food soccer players consumed before a match and a noted Ameri- 
can director of athletics declaring that the way Indian distance runners performed 
so well on a rice diet armazed him, 


The London doctor, 


who for 20 years hay been adviser to the West Ham United 


Club, suid he had seen players collapse at the end of a hard 90-minute game through 


lack of food. 

The Amerioan director, Brutus 
aniiitun, of the University of 
Colifornia, said: “The Indians 
show a fair for distance running 
which amazed me because thelr 
basic food ia rice, They have a 
low protem diet and most of the 
Hindus do not believe tn eating: 
meat,” 

The writer well recalls an 
interview he gave to Japanese 
journalists after the 1952 Olym- 
ples in Helsinki during whieh he 
was usked whet in tis view 
could the Japanese do to gain 
Olympie gold) medals, | Among 
the suggestions put forward, 
with some trepidation, was that 
perhaps they should pay more 
Attention to diet and the proteld 
content of thelr food, 

It Is certainty interesting to 
note that Mr Hamilton evidently 
believes that more meat and less 
rice would produce better per- 
formances. 

It is nvteworthy that the Bri- 
{ish Marathén runners in tho

At 4% per cent it ls now higher 
than it has been for over 20 
years, And he reimposed re 
strictions on hire purchase. 

His object Is quite clear. It 
is to force up the interest rate 
throughout the economic system 
and thus make It more expen- 
sive to borrow money for pur- 
chase of raw materials from 
abroad and cars, television sets 
and other “durable — consumer 
goods’ at home. In the _ latter 
case he has not-been content to 
wait for the upward pressure 
of interest rafes to work its way 
through to hire purchase deals 
—which might not happen for o 
long time, if at all—but has 
taken the extra precaution of 
rtimposing _restrictlon on the 
terms of such facilities. | 

But Mr Butler docs not want 
to cut down home consumption 
for its own sake. It is the 
effect that lower consumption 
should have on Britain’s balance 
of international payments—and 
thus on the external status of 
the pound—that he is striving 
to achieve, : 

A boom that gets out of hand, 
as Britain's s‘ems to have donc, 
has two immediate cffects on 
the country’s oversens trade. It 
attracts more imports of raw 
materials to keep the wheels of 
industry turning at an cven 

pace and of consumer 
goods to satisfy o growing de- 
mand for foreign luxuries. And 
It diverta consumer from 
the export trade to the home 
market, 

This ts in fact what has been 
happening; but the seriousness 
of the situation was not re- 
cognised until the January over- 
gag trade figures were - pub- 
lished a fortnight ago,
